The battle of Berlin 
was then grinding to a close and 
with it the war in Europe. In 
Japan, battle still flamed at sea 
and on the fanatically defended 
islands across which the Ameri- 
cans were marching toward the 
homeland of desperate Nipponese. 


The lobby of the Menzies was 
busy and warm with lights and 
the polished spic and spanness of 
hotels well kept in the English tra- 
dition. It was crowded with per- 
sons in uniforms and civil dress. 
I waited, while Forrest went to 
register, very sleepy in the extra 
warmth, feeling strongly the de- 
sire for a bath, a shave and sleep. 


Pink-Faced Man 


Suddenly I was conscious of an} 
elderly pink-faced bearded man, | 
who seemed to be walking toward 
me. He took the arm of a lady | 
immediately. to my left. | 
| 
“My dear,”’ he said, “have you | 
heard the tragic news about Mr. | 
Roosevelt? He is dead.”’ 


That was how I learned that 
Franklin D. Roosevelt had quit the 
great world arena where he had 
performed so well. Within sec- 
onds, it seemed to me, there was 
a hush over the lobby. Some per- 
sons wept and all talked in 
shocked and sorrowful tones. It 
was as if all of us had been bereft. 
And so we were. That was how 
people felt all around the world 
when they first heard the news 
and before their own prejudices, 
or those of persons to whose think- 
ing they wished to conform, had 
changed them. But in that first 
moment of knowing everyone felt 
bereaved. 


There was no time for sleep. 
At the U.S. Information Office the 
sorrowing were pouring in. They 
wanted to leave expressions of 
sympathy. Some wanted to know 
who would take his place and 
what sort of a man was Harry S. 
Truman. Students and newspa- 
pers sought information about the 
line of succession if anything 
should remove Mr. Truman from 
life. Some wept. There was a 
weight of grief on the city. 


New Generation 


Now. a new generation has 
grown up. Men who are 30 years 
old today, with families of their 
own, were boys of 15 then. PTA 
mothers of today were then school 
girls who can recall that, on that 
April afternoon of dogwood and 
apple blossoms, there was shock 
and sadness in their homes when 
the news of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt’s death came, and that at 
school the next day they discussed 
it in tones somber and sad. 


Millions of this now adult gene- 
ration do not know what it was 
to feel the fear and gloom which 
this nation knew in the great 
world depression. They cannot un- 
derstand what a feeling it was to 
have banks closed and not to have 
or be able to obtain money. They 
cannot comprehend those years 
when farmers tried with guns to 
prevent sheriff's seizures and 
sales of their homes and fields. In 
every city there were thousands 
of good and able men penniless 
and without jobs, who had to stand 
in bitterness and humiliation and 
see their homes stripped of un- 
paid-for furniture, and, often, ex- 
perience eviction from homes on 
which loan payments had lapsed. 


Indecision, doubt and fear were 
on the land. They cannot under- 


stand what it meant to hear the 
voice of the newly inaugurated 
Roosevelt come on the air and 


talk in words calm and confident. 


And it is not now possible to cap- 
ture the high plateau of common 
resolve and determination in the 
years of the great war when all 
around the earth millions of men 
took faith and strength from the 
presence, words and personalities 
of Franklin Roosevelt and Winston 


Churchill.

A bold-as-brass gunman’ Monday robbed a Buck- 
head bank of $8,500 and disappeared in rush-hour traf- 
fic after being followed and cornered at a nearby shop- 
ping center by two bank officials.

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
(AP) — The government Monday 
night hid the fate of Prime Min- 
ister Hendrik F. Verwoerd’s 
would-be assassin behind state-of- 
emergency regulations. This left 
authorities free to try him any- 
where and at any time they 
choose. 


With Verwoerd sidelined for an 
indefinite period, the Cabinet 
called on Paul Oliver Sauer, a Na- 
tionalist party elder statesman, to 
run the government while the 
Prime Minister recovers. Sauer 
promptly promised to carry on 
Verwoerd’s white supremacy poli- 
cies. 

Police ordered the press to quit 
printing the name of David Pratt, 
52, wealthy white farmer and Eng- 
lish clubman who shot Verwoerd 
twice in the head Saturday. 
Friends have described Pratt as 
a foe of Verwoerd’s apartheid — 
or race segregation—policy. 


A police spokesman said only 
that Pratt “‘will appear in court 
at some future date.”

Havana’s turndown 
heightened Washington suspicions 
that Castro officials themselves 
had engineered the flight in a plot 
to embarrass the United States. 


The broadened arms control 
policy was outlined in one of three 
notes made public by the State 
Department which rejected Cuban 
protests delivered’ March 25. The 
U.S. notes were handed to the 
Cuban foreign ministry by U.S. 
Ambassador Philip W. Bonsal in 
Havana Monday. 


CUBA COMPLAINTS

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Religious Issue Is 


Enemy of Freedom 


Sen. Kennedy, the favorite, and Sen. 
Humphrey, the underdog, are preparing 
to assault the ears of West Virginians 
who on May 10 will hold a preferential 
presidential primary. 

They will make the news. But the pub- 
lic will be able to have only a slight in- 
sight into the “Stop Kennedy” struggle 
and the counter efforts of the well-or- 
ganized campaign to nominate him. This 
is a curious but also a typically Ameri- 
can political struggle. 


Because Sen. Kennedy is a Roman 
Catholic and since in the Wisconsin pri- 
mary about half of this 100,000 majority 
came from predominantly Republican 
Catholic areas where registered Repub- 
licans crossed over to vote for him, the 
religious issue has been inevitably brought 
to the fore. The fact that many Protes- 
tants and independents of no party regis- 
tration also voted for Sen. Kennedy is 
being lost sight of. 


In the East the Democratic Party is 
slightly more than 50 per cent Roman 
Catholic in its registration. A number of 
mayors and governors are members of 
this faith. Most of these had been hopeful 
the issue could be avoided and that Sen. 
Kennedy could be pushed as the vice 
presidential nominee. They did not wish 
the issue to become a part of state poli- 
tics as it would if it became one of na- 
tional import. 


Happily for all the rival candidates 
are not merely good friends but are 
strongly against any misuse of the reli- 
gious issue. But neither will be able to 
keep down the emotionally-aroused any 
more than they can find a way to silence 
the lunatic fringe organizations which 
habitually promote anti-Catholic, anti- 
Semitic and anti-Negro prejudices. 


This development confronts every 
American with a duty. He can refuse to 
help circulate, recognize or in any man- 
ner give comfort to this extremist fringe. 
This country is one in which religious 
freedom is a basic concept. 

The Roman Catholic communion is 
growing in numbers as our population in- 
creases. Upon it and upon all Protestant, 
Jewish and nonreligious persons lies a 
heavy responsibility. It is that we not lose 
sight of the fundamental feature of our 
country’s Constitution and that we vote 
according to convictions—and not out of 
emotions, anger or prejudice. This is not 
easy to do. But we must earnestly seek to 
do so. 

We can have whatever political con- 
viction we like—but we must not acquire 
it on any “anti” basis. If. we fail in this 
and develop religious parties then, indeed, 
will America have lost its meaning and 
its hope of perpetuating the last best hope 
on earth of individual freedom. 
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Children Pay Penalty 


For Inferior Education 


The State Board of Education again 
is considering the problem of school con- 
solidations to eliminate high-cost units 
while improving the quality of education. 


This question, of course, is a touchy 
one, Uneconomical or not, many commu- 
ities do not wish to give up their schools. 
But on the other hand there are many 
schools in the state which cannot do an 
adequate job and which cost far out of 
proportion to services rendered. 


Board member Frances Shurling of 
Wrightsville put forward one of the most 
intelligent reasons for consolidations at 
Monday’s meeting of the board. He point- 
ed out that graduates from these smaller 
schools face increasing difficulty in en- 
tering college. Many others fail to make 
the grade even if admitted. The schools 
simply do not have the facilities ade- 
quately to prepare students for college. 


Parents who are interested in quality 
of education for their children should in- 
sist upon consolidations. Children pay the 
penalty for inferior schools and all tax- 
payers foot the costs of uneconomic op- 
erations. The state board, charged with 
responsibility for both, should work with 
all the authority it commands to bring an 
end to them.

New Police Equipment 
Aids in Quick Arrest 


Within 72 hours after a particularly 
brutal murder was committed in Atlan- 
ta, police had arrested the suspect and 
report him as having made a full confes- 
sion. 


The account of it makes good detec- 
tive-story reading. It follows appropri- 
ately a Sunday television program on 
which Chief Jenkins and Supts. Sykes and 
Brown told of the great assistance pro- 
vided by the new electronically operated 
crime index system in the new police 
headquarters. This enables a quick check 
on all new arrests and provides other de- 
tails which permit quick rundowns on 
suspects. 

Early Monday Capt. Duncan of the 
morning watch was looking through the 
tabulation cards of recent amrests. He 
spotted the suspect’s name. The latter had 
been locked up by a rookie policeman on 
a loitering charge.

He said, ‘‘Why don’t you write 
it up?” 

So she did. Now Dr. Charles 
has sent me a reprint. 

I'll do my best to share the 
prescription, without the dia- 
grams: “How to Avoid Pain in 
Removing Adhesive Tape.”’ 

The secret said succinctly. is: 
Don’t pull the tape from the pa- 


tient, remove the patient from 
the tape. 

*. * * 
TECHNIQUE: Quoting now, 


“With the thumb and index fin- 
ger of one hand, gently lift a 
corner of the adhesive tape. 

“With the fingers of the other 
hand, gently and slowly press the 
skin that is just beneath the tape, 
away from the tape and toward 
the center of the dressing or 
bandage; the tape will then be 
easily released. 

“Continue gently to press away 
the skin until the tape is entirely 
off. 

“The process is a controlled, 
peeling-off-and-away, from a small 
area at a time, of the body tissue 
from the tape rather than a pull- 
ing, lifting movement of the tape 
away from the skin. The patient 
will experience less pain; less 
hair will be pulled off; and there 
will be minimal injury to the sur- 
face of the skin and to adjacent 
tissues."" She means you won't 
take the hide with the plaster.

justice.”” Later, when I suggested 
that readers be invited to join 
the experts in this enterprise, 
Joseph Johnson, president, said 
that the foundation would like to 
examine every contribution. 

To this end every reader -con- 


tribution has been carefully stud- 
ied, a brief summary of each 
prepared by a qualified research 
worker and all letters forwarded 
to the Carnegie Foundation 


From the range of ideas which 
were advanced, these points will, 
I think, be of interest: 

Several teachers had their 
whole classes in public affairs 
submit papers. 

Many wished to strengthen the 
United Nations by taking away 
the veto and giving the United 
Nations the power to enforce the 
peace. Larger national groupings 
such as the Western European 
Federation were approved and 
many hoped the NATO countries 
would develop some degree of 
common government.

Dizzy is being blacked out in favor of Action

This doesn’t mean we won't 
have TV baseball this season. 
It simply means that many of 
us won't be 
watching be- 
cause Ole Diz 
has been ‘si- 
lenced in this 
area. 


Two stations 
(Channel 2 and 
11) will have 
TV games. 
Buck and Lind- 
sey Nelson, 
professional 
talkers who 
have memorized most of the 
record books, will be calling the 
play-by-play. 


But we never watched the 
games on television to see the 
contests on the field, but rather 
to listen to Ole Diz, who brought 
back to broadcasting on un- 
orthodox style of sports an- 
nouncing which has been dor- 
mant since the days of Bill Mun- 
day, the former Atlanta sports 
writer and NBC broadcaster, 
who coined the colorful ‘crap 
shooting’ formation” during the 
Georgia Tech - California Rose 
Bowl game of 1929.

Possibly it has not occurred 
to some people in baseball—and 
broadcasting—that the show 
Dean staged in the announcer’s 
booth was better than the one 
on the field. 


We know of at least 20 men 
in our neighborhood who don’t 
know the difference between a 
fungo bat and a batter’s box but 
they used to tune in Ole Diz 
just to hear the great hurler of 
the one-time Gashouse Gang 
spout some of his colorful Eng- 
lish, if we might call it that.

WE WILL NEVER forget Ole 
Diz talking about one of the big 
seasons he had in baseball when 
he recalled that, ‘“‘Me and my 
roommate knocked more home 
runs than any other room in 
the big leagues. Mize knocked 
50 and I knocked one.”’ 


The polished ex-disc jockeys 
who now are calling some of the 
games can’t approach the great 
Dean when it comes to color. 
Dizzy never said ‘‘slid into sec- 
ond base.”’ It was always “‘he 
slud into second’’ when Diz was 
calling the plays. 


We liked the way Diz talked 
about the pitchers when they 
came up to the plate. Pitchers, 
as almost anybody knows, are 
notoriously ineffective at the 
plate, but Dean always had 
something nice to say about 
them. 


“Look at that brute standing 
there with that bat on his shoul- 
ders,”’ Diz would comment. “T’ll 
bet he knocks the ball out of 
the park.” 


When the hurler would strike 
out, whiffing at three bad pitch- 
es; Diz would curse the umpire 
(under his breath, of course) 
and make excuses for the pitch- 
er whose average probably had 
never been above .125.

MODESTY CERTAINLY is 
not one of Dean’s virtues. He 
began years ago boasting about 
the pitching prowess of “Me 
and Paul’ when they were mem- 
bers of the St. Louis team. 
Paul, of course, is his brother 
and was a teammate on the old 
Cardinal roster. 


Diz has no reason to be mod- 
est. In 1934 he won 30 games 
for the Gashouse Gang and Paul 
triumphed in 19. A year later 
Diz won 28 and Paul 19. 


Dizzy has lived the game and 
he knows it. 


We liked the way he second- 
guessed managers, pitchers, and 
catchers on important plays. 

Dizzy’s corn-fed humor, his 
uninhibited way of talking to 
his many frie nds on the dir, his 
wonderful style which just came 
naturally will be missed by TV 
fans in this area. 


We're going to look up some- 
thing else to do on Saturday 
afternoons now that Diz has 
been shut-out in this market. 


TV can have the polished an- 
nouncers. We'll wait until Dizzy 
comes back.

able controversy and was referred 
to the board’s finance committee 
for further study. 


W. E. Pafford, public educa- 
tion administrator for the Depart- 
ment of Education, reported that 
there are 34 white and 34 Negro 
high schools in the state with less 
than 100 average daily attendance. 


CHILDREN SUFFER 


Peters .said the small schools 
are “‘not only inefficient, but the 
children are suffering’? because 
they cannot get proper back- 
ground for college work. 


Board member Francis Shur- 
ling of Wrightsville said that not 
only pupils in the small schools 
but also those in other schools 
in those districts are suffering 
because of inadequate curriculum 
offerings. 


But Paul Stone of Waynesboro 
argued that in some cases con- 
solidation is impractical. 


DIFFICULTY CITED 
“There are some pupils you'd 
be transporting three or four 


hours a day”’ under consolidation, 
he declared. 


And Mrs. Bruce Schaefer of 
Toccoa said in some mountain 
areas of her districts, pupils al- 
ready have difficulty getting even 
to small schools. 


She said she hoped the board 
would not adopt a blanket rule to 
which it would have to make ex- 
ceptions later.

The officials said that the gro- 
cery chain has employed many 
Negroes in past years, including 
one man who is manager of a 
Norfolk, Va., store.

“Oh, Lord, I lost you for a 
while.

But Marshall feels the daffo- 
dils his mother has planted in 
the side yard. They are bloom- 
ing just beyond his swing. He 
‘‘sees’’ the sunshine on bright 
spring days when he takes off 
his sweater to exult in its 
warmth. 


Army Wife Isn’t Afraid 
Of Garden Club Convention

MACON, Ga.—A woman who 
found relaxation and a sooth- 
ing remedy for tense nerves as 
war clouds floated over Korea 
and Japan, arrived here yes- 
terday amid the confusion of 
600 women all talking at the 
same time. 


Mrs. Frank Allen Jr., of 
Washington, D.C., took it all 
very calmly, however, for 
what's a Garden Club of Geor- 
gia convention to an “Army 
brat’ and an Army wife who 
has been through the wars? 


What's a group of 600 women 
when Mrs. Allen lived through 
the terror and the excitement 
and the worry as her Army hus- 
band rushed off from Japan to 
Korea? 


“Oh, I love all the women 
and I’m trying to hear every- 
thing everybody is saying,”’ said 
the sprightly little woman who 
is going to give the kick-off 
speech Tuesday morning as the 
32nd annual convention of the 
state group gets under way. 
She will spark the morning 
session with a lecture demon- 
stration on Ikebana. 


GENERAL’S DAUGHTER 


Mrs. Allen is the former El- 
len Gordon, daughter of the 
late Maj. Gen. Walter H. Gor- 
don, U.S. Army, and Mrs. Gor- 
don. She was born in Wilming- 
ton, Del., and was graduated 
from the Georgetown Visitation 
Convent in Washington. 


It was while her father was 
stationed at Ft. Benning, that | 


she met and married Maj. Gen. 
Frank A. Allen Jr. 


‘He was a captain then,”’ she 
said, “and we have been all 
over the world. When we went 
to Japan in 1950 my husband 
left for Korea as assistant 
commanding general of the 
First Cavalry Division. There I 
was with war all around be- 
cause all the troops were 
rushed to Korea. Like all the 
women I went to work at once 
working in all types of home 
front jobs. I helped at our 
24-hour canteen which was 
open for the incoming service- 
men. 


MIDNIGHT Of. 


“I have always been interest- 
ed in flowers and for relaxa- 
tion I began to study Ikebana. 
My time was limited but I man- 
aged to burn the midnight oil 
and read every book I could 
get my hands on as well as 
taking lessons. It all worked 
into a wonderful hobby and 
believe me it was a real anti- 
dote to worry.” 


Mrs. Allen has written a book 
called “Japanese Flower Ar- 
rangement” and she is going to 
lecture and demonstrate her 
techniques in what she calls 
“The New Outlook in Flower 
Arrangements.” 


“IT have three ambitions re- 
garding Ikebana,”’ she said. 
“First | want to spread a love 
for and knowledge of this art. 
Second, as founder of Ike- 
bana International, I hope more 
and more people love this type 
of arrangement, and thirdly, to 
bring to this country sometime 
the great masters of this art, 
those artists who are so won- 


derfully qualified to display the 
art at its highest peak ef per- 
fection and beauty.” 


ARRANGER’S PARADISE 


Mrs. Allen calls this section 
“a flower arranger’s paradise 
in the United States.”’ 


And somebody whispered to 
somebody else in the lobby that, 
“How come somebody that 
wasn’t born down this way was 
throwing bouquets at the 
South?”’ 


Mrs. Allen didn’t hear the 
statement, but she rattled right 
along talking about Georgia 
and the Deep South as follows: 


“I wrote my book while I was 
living at Camp Gordon in Au- 
gusta when my husband was the 
commanding general. Every- 
thing growing around the séc- 
tion reminds me so much of 
Japan.”

Mrs. Allen will be introduced 
by Mrs. Francis Edmondson 
who said that “Mrs. Allen’s lec- 
tures where Rachael studied 
were the basis for her first 
book, ‘Japanese Flower Ar- 
rangements in © Nutshell.’ ” 


He ‘‘sees”’ his mother’s smile 
when he hears her laugh, and 
he will run from his toys to 
her arms, rejoicing and shar- 
ing in her joy. 

It took time for the Ratliffs 
to learn to laugh again. The 
thought that their new son 
might be blind was furthest 
from their minds when the 
mother and father took their 
handsome child to the doctor. 


“IT had noticed Marshall's 
eves wandered a bit, but I 
thought all baby’s eyes didn’t 
focus well at first,”” Mrs. Rat- 
liff recalled, her face showing 
the sadness and bewilderment 
associated with that visit. 


DO NO GOOD 


“After the doctor told us 
Marshall’s optic nerves had at- 
rophied, we couldn’t quite take 


it in,”’ Mrs. Ratliff said. ‘‘We 
said we'd do something, take 
him anywhere, to any doctor 


but we slowly realized it 
would do no good.”’ 


The realization brought des- 
pair and disillusionment for the 
mother and father. 


“T wanted to close my heart. 
I didn’t want to tell anyone 
about it because it hurt too 
much,”’ Mrs. Ratliff said. 


“And then a simple whisper 
from you said, 


‘Just open up your heart each 
day— 


To everyone who comes your 
way 32) 


Despite their sorrow, Mr. and 
Mrs. Ratliff forced themselves 
to tell their friends and family 
about their tragedy. “I de- 
scribed everything I felt in let- 


ters,” Mrs. Ratliff said. “We 
made ourselves open. our 
hearts.” 


“And one by one they came 
in love— 


And once again Your light 
shone through 


And day by day, a little more, 
my heart found You. 


For they each and all—with 
one accord— 


Simply turned me to the 
Lord.” 


DEEPEST THOUGHTS 


“We found all our friends, 
close or casual, had something 
positive to give us their 
deepest thoughts,” Mrs. Rat- 
liff said. And gradually the par- 
ents returned to “‘a thin thread 
of hope . . . we turned to God 
and held onto the knowledge 
that God is good, wise and lov- 
ing.” 

With the realization that 
“God has a plan for every 
person, not just those who can 
see and walk,” Mr. and Mrs. 
Ratliff began to adjust to teach- 
ing their blind child to live in 
a sighted world. 

They had help. When Mar-

Mrs.’ Ratliff was worried be- 
fore Mrs. Mary Marsh, execu- 
tive director of the foundation, 
came to see her. ‘“‘] wondered 
if she would be a cold, profes- 
sional person. I felt I couldn’t 
trust anyone who didn’t care,”’ 
she said. 


NEEDLESS FEARS 


Mrs. Marsh’s first visit 
proved to the distraught mother 
that her fears were needless. 
As Mrs. Ratliff said, “‘they ac- 
cept each child as an individ- 
ual.”” Mrs. Marsh's feeling 
about blind children is this: “‘A 


child who is biind is not a four- 
wheel cart with one wheel miss- 
ing: it’s just 'a_ three-wheel 
cart.” 


Oh, Father, let your will be 
done. 


I trust You with my little son. 
With open arms I hold him 
out to You

myself anew.”

was not enough,” their mother 
recalled. ‘‘They wanted a pack- 
age of crackers to eat, too. By 
the end of the week, the menu 
had increased until I was forced 
to pack a lunch of sandwiches 
and a thermos bottle of choco- 
late milk.”’

While the Nationals are getting down to serious 
business, the American League will still be play- 
ing exhibition games in Florida. The American 
has scheduled its ‘‘Presidential’” opener at Wash- 
ington for Monday, April 18, but won’t get down 
to a full schedule until April 19. 


The games at San Francisco, Los Angeles, Mil- 
waukee and Cincinnati are expected to draw a 
total of about 165,000 fans which would be a league 
record for opening day. 


San Francisco’s new park is sold out, of course, 
with a jam-packed throng of 42,549, including Vice 
President Nixon, due to watch the Giants face the 
St. Louis Cardinals, surprise champions of the 
league’s exhibition season. 


Los Angeles counts on 50,000 or more in the 
vast concrete coliseum when the Dodgers open de- 
fense of their league championship against the 
Chicago Cubs. The Cubs have one of the league’s 
two “new”? managers, Charlie Grimm, back for 
another term. Grimm has been managing the 
Cubs on and off since 1932. 


Milwaukee trots out the other ‘‘new’’ boss in 
Charlie Dressen, a Dodger coach last year but 
formerly manager at Brooklyn, Cincinnati and 
Washington. For the first time, the Braves do not 
have a complete sellout for the opener. However, 
about 43,000 are due to see them open against the 
Pittsburgh Pirates. 


Cincinnati, opening at home for the 75th time, 
will have its usual 31,000 crowd to see the Reds 
take on the Philadelphia Phillies. 


Robin Roberts, an old familiar face on opening 
day, will pitch the Phillies’ first game for the 1ith 
Straight year.

Herbert Stoddard, as you knows is a Georgian 
who is considered the world’s authority on upland 
game. Most of his work has been done with bob- 
white quail, to which he dedicated a monumental 
reference volume. Stoddard told me many years 
ago that the Cooper, or blue darter hawk, is re- 
sponsible for the way a bobwhite sticks against 
the earth until you almost step on him. The blue 
darter gets much of its food by uttering a wild, 
high-pitched scream which scares the daylights 
out-of any small, edible creature. Startled birds, 
bursting out of cover, are often caught on the 
wing and end up in a hawk’s stomach. Long ago 
the quail learned that it might avoid being eaten 


by crouching motionless against the earth, its col-. 


ors so blended with the leaves and grass and other

brown. cover, that it escaped detection. 


In this theory, Messrs. Touchtone and Etehells 
saw a possible solution to some of the trouble 
they had with birds getting up wild, in front of 
their dogs and out of range of the gtins. So they 
acquired a hawk whistle and carried it along on 
the next hunt. 


The dogs made a wide swing through the 
woods, reached the apex of the cast and one of 
them swapped ends and pointed. The other dog 
backed perfectly. Guy and Bill walked within 20 
yards of the point, and Guy dug in his pocket for 
the hawk call. 


“We'll see how well they stick,’’ he said.

Some of the singles stuck so close that Bill had 
to pry them off the ground with the toe of his boot, 
before they would fly. 


Bill and Guy have promised to show me how 
that hawk call works—but they didn’t say which 
way.

Three management areas, controlled by the Commission, will 
be open to gobbler hunting April 18 and April 21. 


On the first day of the hunt, the Game and Fish department 
reported no turkeys killed. 

The 12 counties attracting hunters are Gilmer, Murray, Fan- 
nin, Pickens, Dawson, Lumpkin, Union, Towns, Rabun, Haber- 
sham, White and Stephens. 


Blue Ridge management area near Dahlonega and the Lake 
Burton area near Clayton will be open to turkey hunters April 
18-23. The Clark Hill area near Thomson will be open for hunting 
April 21-23. In both areas the bag limit is one turkey gobbler. 


Hunters must obtain a special permit before hunting on 
management areas. There is no charge for the permit, which is 
available at checking stations on each of the areas. 


Regulations released restrict the use of dogs and limit the 
size of firearms to shotguns loaded with No. 2 shot or smaller. 
No revolvers are allowed, but archers may hunt in the 12 open 
counties and management areas with bows and arrows.

“Both the technical action of the 
list and the better tenor of busi- 
ness news have clearly contribut- 
ed to improved sentiment,”’ Stand- 
ard & Poor’s said, ‘‘and the mar- 
ket is now more likely to be re- 
sponsive to favorable develop- 
ments.” 


The analyst pointed out that in 
the first quarter of this year the 
market had to contend with pow- 
erful adverse influences—the dip 
in business indicators, the conse- 
quent impairment of investor psy- 
chology and the unfavorable yield 
of stocks compared with short- 
term bonds. 


TREND REVERSED? 


“In each case,”’ it said, ‘‘the 
broad trend is either running or 
beginning to run the other way. 
This should have a wholésome in- 
fluence on market confidence. 


“We do not expect, and we 
would deplore, the sort of over- 
exuberance that marked the list’s 
action late in-1959. However, we 
look for increased investor inter- 
est in good quality stocks that 
have been unduly depressed.” 


Fear Seen Fading 


The Fitch Survey also takes a 
confident view of the future. 


The Wall Street analyst said it 
sees a continued improvement in 
business, a gradual drying up of 
emotional fears and greater pur- 
chases of soundly evaluated com- 
mon stocks. 


“While there are some areas on 
the industrial scene which will not 
be as spectacular as anticipated a 
few months ago," Fitch said, “‘the 
general outlook is for underly- 
ing strength in the economy over 
the balance of 1960.
